JAMES A. FROUDE DEAD

The English Historian Passed
Away This Morning.

He Had Been Failing for Some
Time.

BEST KNOWN WORK.

Made His Repuatation on a
History of England.

Visited the United States in
1872 on a Lecturing Tour.

Loxpoy, Oet. 20.— James Aunthony
Froude, the historien, died wt G:350
o'olock this morning, Jsmes Authony
Fronde, LI D, youngast sou of the late
vanerable It H. Froude, srchdeacon of
Tatnes, was born st Darlington, Devon-
shive, April 23, 1318, and was edacated
at Westmioster and at Uriel college, ()x-
ford, where be was gradusted in 1340,
In 1342 he Dbecame o fellow of Exeter
college.

He was ordained a deacon in the
is44. ITis thoo-
logicul writings were condemued Ly the
university sutborities und Le accepiod an
appointment which he had received to a
teachership in the Tasmisoin It was in
1856 that he published the tirat two vol-
umes of his “History of Eugland from
the fall of Wolsey 1o the defeat of thy,
Spunish armueda™

The twelfth volume appeared in 1870,
In the sotumn of 1872 r. Froude vie
ited the United States and delivered o
series of lectaresa on the relations be-
tween Great Britaio and Ireland taking
the position thut the Irish were them-
selves to Blume for o large proportion of
the difffculties in whilch their country
hed beovn involved because of their own
internal jealonsy. Duoring the last vear
of his life e devoted most of Lis time
and satteation to the writing of books,
acting as the sditor of severs] muga-
zines. His health bas beecn grndurﬁly
Talling and ha has beea noable to move
abont his house aud ganden since last
Sepilem: er.
